not relevant-St. Clair 


House tapes version contrasts 


with President's edited transcript 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President Nixon did not 
release the transcript of a tape in which he urged 
aides to conceal their involvement in Watergate 
because it was “ not that relevant,” his lawyer said 
today. 
A transcript of that —in which Nixon told aides “ I 
want you all to stonewall it ... plead the Fifth 
Amendment, cover up or anything else, if it’ll save it, 
save the plan” —was made public Tuesday when the 
House Judiciary Committee 
published 
its own 
transcripts of eight presidential tapes in its posses­ 
sion. 
James D. St. Clair, Nixon’s impeachment lawyer, 
told reporters at a news conference that the taped 
discussion had nothing to do with whether Nixon was 
involved in the Watergate cover-up but dealt instead 
with how his aides were to handle themselves when 
called before the Senate Watergate Committee. 
“ So I see nothing sinister at all in this, you know. I 
still don’t think it’s relevant,” St. Clair said. 
The “ plan 
mentioned in the Nixon quote was 
referred to earlier in the transcript as “ the cover-up 
plan.” 
There were a number of differences in the Judiciary. 
Committee transcripts and those of 31 conversations 
released by the White House April 30. The committee 
transcripts include expletives, phrases and an entire 
lengthy section of the March 22, 1973 meeting which 
are not found in the White House transcripts. 
It was the March 22 meeting that contained the 
Nixon quote St. Clair said “ we felt was not that 
relevant.” 
“ On the other hand, we furnished the tape to the 
House so that if they felt it was relevant they could 
publish it,” St. Clair said “ They obviously felt it was 
relevant and published it.” 
He also defended the White House-edited tapes, 
saying, “ Basically squabbling over words is not a very 
fruitful exercise. It’s the overall gist of it that counts 
and I submit that the gist of it is substantially the 
same on any version 
“ What is an omission to one person may not be to 
another. What is inaudible to some may not be to 
others. Many of the materials that appear in the 
House transcripts are more favorable to the President 
than those that were released by the White House.” 


The committee’s version was transcribed on 
recording equipment which iis chief counsel, John M. 
Doar, said was superior to that used by the White 
House. It contained numerous discrepancies when 
compared to the White House version. 
The committee transcripts include expletives, 
phrases and an entire lengthy section of the March 22 
meeting which are not found in the White House 
transcripts. 
The committee was expected to make public 
additional evidence gathered in the Watergate phase 
ol its impeachment investigation this weekend. 


Nixon’s press secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler, charged 
the committee was dribbling out selected information

in a “ hypoed P R campaign” against the President. 
“ They should release the full body of evidence all 
together, and not in piecemeal fashion,” Ziegler said. 
“ There is nothing startling in there,” Ziegler said of 
the new transcripts. But he added a “ negative twist” 
could be put on sections when viewed in isolation. 
Roughly, the second half of the March 22, 1973, 
meeting Nixon had with former White House counsel 
John W. Dean III and former Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell was omitted from the White House 
transcript, but is contained in the committee’s. 
After discussing the upcoming Senate Watergate 
probe, the committee transcript quotes Nixon as 
telling Dean: 
“ I don t give a shit what happens. 
“ I want you all to stonewall it, let them plead the 
Fifth Amendment, cover up or anything else, if it’ll 
save it — save the plan. That’s the whole point.” 
A few minutes earlier in the same conversation 
Nixon had said: “ But now —what —all that John 
M tchell is arguing, is that now we, we use flexibility 
in order to get on with the cover-up plan.” 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, Jr., D-N.C., chairman of the 
Senate Watergate committee, said this version was 
“ in perfect harmony” with testimony his committee 
received 
to the 
effect 
that 
Nixon’s advisers 
“ concluded that they would be publicly in favor of the 
committee's investigation, but would do everything 
they could to impede and obstruct the investigation ” 
In the Judiciary Committee’s transcript Nixon 
appeared to be weighing whether or not to disclose 
facts to the Senate Watergate committee. 


“ I would prefer, as I said to you, that you do it the 
other way,” Nixon said “ I would particularly prefer 
to do it that other way if it’s going to come out that 
way anyway.” 
Nixon also said in the transcripts, “ Up to this point, 
the whole theory has been containment, as you know, 
John.” The President went on to express his concern 
for protecting his top aides, including Dean and H R. 
Haldeman 
“ We re going to protect people, if we can,” he said 


The Judiciary Committee made no charge that the 
White House intentionally altered its transcripts and 
declined to “ draw any conclusions as to the reasons 
for, or significance, of, the differences” between the 
two versions. 


The committee version of the tapes generally was 
much more complete and readable than the ones 
released by the White House, filling in insignificant as 
well as substantive “ unintelligibles” and “ expletives 
deleted.” 
The largest number of significant differences were 
in a March 21, 1973, Nixon-Dean meeting where the 
two discussed E. Howard Hunt's demand for $120,000. 
The White House version quoted Nixon as saying: 
“ Don’t you agree that you’d better get the Hunt 
thing?” The committee version added a new second 
sentence: “ I mean that’s worth it at the moment. 


Three part process for 
instilling responsibility

Responsibility is the key word in 
ivenile probation work. 
This is the conclusion of the men 
;ho should know about it— the 
fficers of the Lompoc probation 
epartment. 
Working under the 
uspices of the county of Santa 
larbara, the eight full-time and two 
art-time officers in Lompoc see 
esponsibility for juveniles as the 
oal of their work. 
Edward G. Lewis, supervising 
robation officer at the office in 
own. says that each juvenile is 
iven as many breaks as possible 
ui that responsibility should be 
nstilled in each individual, and 
esponsibility not just for some act 
hat 
the 
juvenile 
may 
have 
ommitted. 
The 
officers 
stress 
esponsibility for the long run. 
But trying to make a juvenile 


offender a better citizen is where 
the problems start. 


The probation officers work under 
the guidelines of the Welfare and 
Institutions Code. When a juvenile is 
arrested, a long three-part process 
begins. 


This 
process 
is 
intake, 
investigation 
and 
supervision. 
Intake is the arresting and possible 
releasing of the offender. If the 
youth is arrested in Lompoc, the 
officer making the arrest has the 
option of referring the case to 
probation. 


The police officers in Lompoc 
exercise this option only a third of 
the 
time. 
For 
those who 
are 
referred to probation an in-depth 
research on their lives is begun. 


Lewis says that investigation is 
the most important part of the 
three-part process.

Earl 
Warren 
dead 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Earl 
Warren, who rose through the same 
rough-and-tumble 
California 
Republican politics as President 
Nixon to dominate a Supreme Court 
era that bears his name, died late 
Tuesday at 83. 
The retired chief justice of the 
United 
States 
had 
been 
in 
Georgetown 
University 
Hospital 
suffering from a heart ailment since 
last week and was listed in fair 
condition Tuesday morning. 
But 
cardiac arrest occurred about 8 p.m. 
and Warren died unconscious with 
his wife and two daughters at is 
bedside. 
Funeral 
arrangements 
were 
incomplete. 
Perhaps the major achievement 
of the court during Warren’s 16-year 
tenure was the 1954 unanimous 
decision 
outlawing 
segregated 
schools. 
Warren 
also 
headed 
the 
commission that investigated the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy.

Kissinger denies 
Dozen Mafia chieftains 
authorizing 
Ellsberg profile

Kissinger testified today that he did 
not authorize or have any knowledge 
of a psychological profile that was 
ordered in 1971 for Pentagon Papers 
defendant Daniel Ellsberg. 
Kissinger answered only three 
questions in a 90-second appearance 
during the trial of former White 
House aide John Ehrlichman and 
three 
others 
on 
charges 
of 
conspiring to burglarize the office of 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
“ Did you authorize David Young 
directly or indirectly to obtain a 
psychological 
profile 
on 
Daniel 
Ellsberg from the CIA9” asked 
William 
Frates, 
chief 
defense 
lawyer for Ehrlichman, who had 
subpoenaed Kissinger. 
“ I did not,” Kissinger said. 
“ Apart 
from 
whether 
you 
authorized it, did you have any 
knowledge that such a profile was 
being done by the CIA?” Assistant 
Watergate Prosecutor Philip Bakes 
asked 
“ I 
had 
no such 
knowledge,” 
Kissinger replied. 
“ Did you have any knowledge of 
any plan to obtain information from 
Ellsberg?” Bakes asked in his only 
other question 
“ I 
had 
no such knowledge,” 
Kissinger said in his final answer.

had 
subpoenaed the secretary of state in

threats of violence, shakedowns and 
loan sharking 
They were indicted following an 
18-month 
investigation 
by 
the 
Justice 
Department’s 
organized 
crime strike force, the FBI and city 
police. 
They were accused of trying to 
extort protection money from both 
legal and illegal businesses. 
Eleven of the 12 were arrested by 
the FBI within hours after the 
indictments were signed by U.S. 
District Court Judge A. Andrew 
Hauk. 


A major witness before the grand 
jury was a 6-foot-3, 300-pound Mafia 
“ enforcer,” Harry Coloduros, 35, of 
Los Angeles, who was named an 
unindicted coconspirator. 
He has been in protective custody 
for two months, since agreeing to

The probation officer will 
make 
a 
psychological, 
medical, emotional, school 
and family study of the 
individual. The probation 
officer makes the report by 
interviewing 
teachers, 
ministers and members of 
the offender’s family. 
Lewis 
says 
that 
the 
probation officers try to get 
all the information they can 
get their hands on — getting 
a total review of the picture. 
The probation officer says 
that each case is reviewed 
on its own merits. 
After 
the 
officer 
has 
conducted his exhaustive 
research, 
the 
case 
is 
brought before the court. It 
is at this point that the judge 
analyzes 
the 
report 
prepared by the probation 
officer. This starts the next 
and last phase of the three- 
part process — supervision. 
The probation officer can 
do one of three things: 
warn 
and 
closure 
the 
offender, 
give 
him 
an 
informal probation or send 
him to juvenile court Warn 
and closure means that the 
offender shall promise not 
to repeat the same crime 
and 
then his record 
is 
cleared. 
Informal probation is the 
most common decision. 
The probation officer can 
assign 
any 
number 
of 
stipulations for the offender 
to meet. After a period of 
time, to be set by the judge, 
and after the stipulations 
have been met, the offender 
will have completed his 
informal probation. 
The third option open to 
the judge would make the 
offender a ward of the 
court, serving time perhaps 
in 
the California 
Youth 
Authority camp. 
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But Lewis says that the 
job of the probation officers 
is to keep the individual out 
of court and to arrange 
different alternatives for 
him. 
The juvenile can be made 
a dependent child of the 
court if he falls under 
sections 600, 601 and-or 602 
of 
the 
Welfare 
and 
Institutions Code. 
These 
sections 
include 
minors who are in need of 
proper 
and 
effective 
parental care or control, 
minors who are destitute, 
minors who are likely to 
flee the jurisdiction of the 
Court, minors who have 
violated an order of the 
court and the minors who 
are physically dangerous to 
the public. 


Lewis 
says 
that 
the 
primary group that he and 
his fellow probation officers 
deal with are the junior high 
to senior high students. 


Of these, only 20 to 30 per 
cent go to juvenile court. 
The 
percentage 
is even 
lower 
considering 
that 
many of the offenders make 
more than one appearance 
at the court. 


What 
concerns 
many 
juveniles is that the record 
of their offense has been 
sealed. After a period of 
five years or when the 
juvenile reaches the age of 
21, a hearing is scheduled 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
considering 
whether 
the 
juvenile 
has 
reformed 
himself. 


If the judge decides this is 
to be so, then the court can 
order the record of the 
offender 
to 
be 
sealed, 
proved that he has not

juvenile court is not a 
“ kiddie court” — it is 
another extension of the 
superior court. The only 
difference, 
according 
to 
Lewis, is that the juvenile 
court deals with people who 
are under the age of 18. 


A recall election for an elected public 
official in Carpinteria is now slated to go 
ahead July 23. 
The way was cleared for the election 
when Superior Judge John T. Rickard ruled 
Tuesday that the petition aimed at recall of 
obstreperous Carpinteria City Councilman 
Kenneth Kilboume has sufficient valid 
signatures to compel the election.

Earl Warren in profile: a leader for all seasons 


“ I would like the court throughout its history to 
be remembered as the court of the people.” 


United Press International 
Former 
Chief 
Justice 
Earl Warren, who presided 
over one of the stormiest 
periods 
in the Supreme 
Courts history, came to 
Washington after serving as 
a 
crime-fighting 
district 
attorney 
and 
three-term 
California governor. 
He spurred the court to 
landmark, and highly con­ 
troversial, 
decisions 
involving civil rights, voting 
laws and civil liberties. 
Appointed to the high 
court 
by 
President 
Eisenhower in 1953 with no 
prior experience as a judge, 
Warren and his colleagues 
stunned the nation with the 
school desegregation ruling 
in 1954 
Warren 
Court 
rulings 
involving 
reapportionment 
and the rights of criminal 
suspects provoked heated 
debates 
and 
put 
the 


Supreme 
Court 
in 
the 
national spotlight. 
Warren, 
who 
said 
he 
“ never felt the loss” of not 
winning a national office, 
was the Republican vice 
presidential candidate on 
the ill-fated Thomas Dewey 
ticket in 1948. He served as 
California governor from 
1942 until his appointment to 
the high court in 1953 
Warren, 
criticized 
as 
“ traitorous” by his enemies 
and praised for his “ judicial 
statesm an sh ip ” 
by 
admirers, characterized his 
tenure as “ the court of the 
people.” 


Warren was bom in Los 
Angeles March 19, 1891, but 
spent most of his boyhood in 
nearby Bakersfield, where 
his family moved when his 
father, 
Methias 
Warren, 
lost his job during a railroad 
strike. 
Warren worked in rail 


freight yards part time as a 
youth 
He decided at an 
early age to go to college 
and law school, vowing to be 
the 
first 
boy 
from 
Bakersfield's 
“ railroad 
section“ to make it through 
college. 
Warren 
attended 
the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, 
intent 
on 
becoming a trial lawyer. He 
passed his state bar exams 
in 1914, and began private 
practice 
before 
he 
was 
drafted in 1917 during World 
War I. 
Warren left the service a 
year 
later 
as 
a 
first 
lieutenant. In 1919, he went 
to 
work 
for 
the 
state 
Assembly’s 
Jud iciary 
Committee in Sacramento, 
resigning 
a 
few 
months 
later to become a deputy 
city attorney in Oakland By 
1923, Warren had become 
the chief deputy district 


attorney of 
Alameda 
County. A year later, he 
became D A. when his boss 
resigned 
In 
1925, 
in 
his 
first 
election, 
Warren 
was 
elected to the post “ by 
talking to more people than 
any candidate had ever done 
before,” as he later said 
Warren 
married 
Nina 
Palmquist Meyers, a widow 
with one son. in 1925 The 
son, James, was adopted by 
Warren and the couple had 
five other children, three 
daughters and two sons. 
Warren earned an early 
reputation as a no-nonsense 
crime fighter, which was 
later 
tempered 
by 
his 
decisions 
in 
favor 
of 
arrested suspects as chief 


justice In 13 years in office. 
Warren battled bootleggers, 
convicted an average of 15 
murderers 
a 
year 
and 
uncovered a major bribery 
scandal 
in 
Oakland, 
sweeping the mayor and all 
but one councilman out of 
office. 
Warren attracted national 
headlines in 1936 when he 
successfully 
prosecuted 
several union officials for 
plotting 
the 
murder 
of 
George Alberts, the chief 
engineer 
of 
a 
local 
freighter. 
Warren, 
however, 
was 
unable to solve the most 
tragic case of his career as 
a district attorney. In May 
of 1938. his father, living 
alone, was beaten to death 


with a lead pipe The crime 
was never solved 
While 
he was district 
attorney, Warren increased 
his activity in state and 
national politics. In 1936. he 
went 
to 
the 
Republican 
National Convention as a 
favorite son candidate, with 
the California delegation 
pledged to his support. He 
defeated Alf l^ndon, the 
eventual candidate, in a pri­ 
mary poll of the state's 
electors, 
but 
he 
later 
released them to support 
Landon

1938. 
Warren, 
then 
serving as state chairman of 
his party, was elected state 
attorney general, one of the 
few Republicans in Culbert 
Olsen’s 
Democratic 
administration 
Warren 
added to his image as a 
crime-fighter while in Sac­ 
ramento 
by 
conducting 
raids on gambling ships 


moored off the Los Angeles 
coast 


But in the early days of 
World 
War 
II, 
Warren 
enraged civil libertarians 
and Japanese-Americans by 
approving 
government 
plans to intern 100,00« aliens

Californians 
of 
Japanese 
ancestry. 
Campaigning for governor, 
Warren spoke often of an 
alleged imminent danger of 
sabotage 


Japanese-American 
groups claimed 
in later 
years 
Warren 
expressed 
regret for the action, and 
pointed out he might have 
been under pressure from 
farm interests who wanted 
to reduce competition from 
the Japanese-Americans In 
1948. 
the 
Civil 
Rights 
Commission called the mass 
internment one of the most 
serious moral crimes in 
history 


Warren challenged Olsen 
for the state-house in 1942 
and won easily, despite the 
fact that Democratic voters 
outnumbered 
Republicans 
by more than one million 
Warren 
served 
as 
governor 
until 
he 
was 
appointed chief justice in 
1953 He w^s reelected by 
overwhelming margins in 
1946 and 1950 


As governor, he earned a 
more liberal reputation by 
sponsoring, 
although 
unsuccessfully, state health 
insurance programs, a state 
fair employment practice 
act and a rent control law 
He continued to campaign 
against crime, particularly 
against organized crime 
“ Gangsters, 
hoodlums 
and 
crooks 
are

said in a 1948 speech

Both Egypt and Syria have violated their 
troop disengagement agreements with 
Israel, but Jerusalem has not protested to 
the United Nations because the violations 
are not considered serious, an Israeli 
newspaper said today. 
In Cairo, Arab oil ministers agreed 
unanimously today to end a nearly nine- 
month-old embargo on petroleum ship­ 
ments to the Netherlands. 
The oil ban, imposed during the 1973 
Middle East War to pressure Holland and 
the United States into changing policies 
favoring Israel, probably will be lifted 
immediately. The embargo against the 
United States was lifted in March. 
The

Aviv 
newspaper 
Yedioth 
Ahronoth said the Syrian truce violations 
involved an excessive amount of weaponry 
in the limited forces zone set up in the 
Golan Heights under the disengagement 
accord. 
“ The violations are not serious,” the 
newspaper said, “ but the government has 
decided not to overlook them.” 
Though it had not protested the alleged 
violations formally, Yedioth said, the 
government had asked the United Nations 
to investigate them. 
Last week, Israeli newspapers said the 
Egyptians had violated the accord by 
building fortifications up to 100 yards 
inside the U N. buffer zone separating 
Israeli and Egyptian troops in the Sinai 
Peninsula east of the Suez Canal. 
In

development, 
Israeli 
militants announced plans to recruit a 
10,000-man vigilante group with its own air 
force to launch raids aimed at wiping out 
Palestinian guerrillas in southern Lebanon.

The officer said he was seeking cheap 
Soviet-made warplanes for air strikes 
against guerrilla bases, but did not reveal 
how the craft could be obtained or brought 
to Israel. 
Israeli navy commandos raided three 
Lebanese ports Monday and sank 30 fishing 
boats. The government said the raids were 
aimed at foiling guerrilla plans to launch 
an attack against Israel from the Medi­ 
terranean Sea. 
Information Minister Aharon Yariv said 
the commando assault also was designed to 
warn Lebanese civilians not to aid the 
guerrillas.

The new policy is in 
accord with revisions of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act 
which became mandatory 
on local governments May 
1. 
The county’s plan to pay

that overtime payments will

worked. The county pay 
checks are issued every 
other week. 
County Auditor-Controller 
Paul Floyd said other new 
requirements of the act are

He pointed out the county 
paid $415,000 in overtime 
during the past fiscal year 
and saw “ significant cost 
implications” in the new 
quick-payment plan.

The Board of Supervisors 
voted Monday to oppose a 
pending Senate bill under 
which the supervisors were 
told county air pollution 
control powers would be 
shifted from the county to a 
South 
Coast 
Air 
Basin 
involving 
other 
Southern 
California areas as well. 
Both 
County 
Counsel 
George 
P. 
Kading 
and 
County 
T ra n sp o rtatio n 
Director 
Leland 
Steward 
informed 
the supervisors 
there were aspects about 
the bill 
which could be 
h a rm f u l 
to 
c o u n ty 
government interests. 
SB 1556 (Biddle, co-author 
Moretti) is bi-partisan and 
if passed will “probably not 
be vetoed by the governor,” 
said Kading. This county’s 
opposition to the bill will be 
forwarded 
to 
Legislative 
com m ittees 
conducting 
hearings on it. 
The 
supervisors 
voted 
opposition to the bill on a 
motion by Supervisor Curtis 
T unnell, 
seconded 
by 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie. 
Steward stressed that the 
bill would set up the South 
Coast portion of the county 
in a new South Coast Air 
Basin and it was optional 
with the county if the entire 
county could be covered by 
the new agency. 
Steward 
also said his 
study 
showed 
the 
new 
proposed basin group would 
take power from the county 
in 
land 
use 
m a tte rs 
involving 
air 
pollution 
control. 
In his summary, Kading 
said it would give local air 
pollution 
control 
boards 
jurisdiction over vehicular 
sources in an emergency. 
Kading said the proposed 
new legislation would “oust 
this county (and five other 
counties included) from all 
jurisdiction except the right 
to have a hearing board and 
the right to adopt stricter 
rules and regulations than 
the 
South 
C oast 
Air 
Pollution Control District 
would adopt.” 
Supervisors 
took 
their 
action on the strength of an 
alert 
sent 
out 
by 
the 
C alifo rn ia 
S u p erv iso rs 
Assn. 
The bill, if it becomes 
law, would be effective July 
1, 1975. It would allow the 
proposed new South Coast 
Air 
Pollution 
Control 
District to contract with the 
counties in the basin to 
perform duties locally. 
Briefly, the bill would also 
change the name of the 
State Air Resources Board 
to State Air Quality Control 
Board, increase salary of 
members from $10,080 per 
year to $30,000 a year; and 
make higher requirements 
for members of the state 
board. The state board, in 
effect, 
would 
also 
have 
greater powers to compel 
action 
by 
lower boards, 
subject to judicial review.

County supervisors approved General Plan amendments 
Monday covering properties in Santa Ynez Valley, Goleta 
Valley, Santa Maria Valley and Lompoc Valley, and 
scheduled them for final approval at a public hearing July 
22 with other General Plan amendment proceedings. 
Principal item involved the recommendation of the 
County Planning Commission by a 5-4 vote of a General 
Plan change in the 40,000 square foot property of Crocker 
National 
Bank 
from 
residential 
to 
highway 
strip 
commercial. The property is located at the northeast 
comer of Numancia and Tyndall Sts , Santa Ynez. 
The applicants were Robert P. Stephen Jr. and Robert W 
Bruhn. Planning staff had recommended denial on the 
grounds there is now 26.6 acres of commercially zoned land 
presently undeveloped in the area and felt the existing 
supply more than sufficient. 
But the Santa Ynez Valley General Plan Advisory 
Committee had recommended approval along with the 
planning commission. 
Supervisor James Slater made a motion for denial that 
was not seconded Supervisor Francis Beattie’s motion for 
approval was passed 3-1 with Slater against. Supervisor 
Frank J. Frost was not present. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson said the property 
involved lies just southwest of the main town business 
sector. 
The change would allow all types of commercial offices 
and financial uses in addition to uses defined under highway 
related. 
Staff said that rather than rezone residentially zoned land 
in the town to commercial, “perhaps some of the CH zoned 
land should be rezoned to C-2 or C-3 uses, primarily due to 
the fact that most of the CH property does not have access 
to Highway 246 and most uses would be supported largely 
by people in the community rather than highway traffic. 
Also approved were General 
Plan changes from 
residential agricultural preserve involving property of the 
Deigaard Nursery, Goleta Valley; Signorelli preserve in 
Lompoc Valley; Adam- Acquistapace preserve in Santa 
Maria area, and Marian Trust preserve in Santa Maria 
area. 
Johnson said the properties have been in preserves for 
months, but this action is in line with need for consistency 
in General Plan and zoning covering the properties. Under 
the proposed general plan the Signorelli property would be 
open and grazing, and the other three properties designated 
as agriculture.

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Is their fight 'feudal'?

Serfdom rules Piney woodsmen

CHATOM. ALA.-<NEA>- 
Though the Em ancipation 
P ro c la m a tio n was issued 
more than a century ago. 
there remains an unfortunate 
group of men in the deep 
South still locked in a severe 
form of economic bondage. 
They are independent wood* 
c u lle rs, the people who 
scavange the Policy Woods 
above the Gulf of Mexico and 
such is their plighl that many 
believe them the last form of 
slave labor in America. 
The reference to vassalage, 
while rhetorical, is at least 
emotionally accurate. The 
woodsmen are lashed to an 
em ploym ent system th a t 
resembles nothing so much as 
an a n te b e llu m p la n ta tio n 
setup; though their survival 
depends on the whims of their 
employers, these men are not 
allowed to see. talk to or de­ 
bate their ultimate masters. 
It works this way 
Being in d e p e n d e n t, the 
woodsmen are more or less 
self employed. Theirs is the 
job of cutting down, trim ­ 
ming and removing the tim ­ 
ber much of America will 
eventually use aspaper prod­ 
ucts. It is tough, often danger­ 
ous work. And unpredictable. 
A day’s rain will negate a 
day’s work and thus a day’s 
pav. A broken saw blade can 
reduce a week’s salary by 
half. There is no group in­ 
surance, no unem ploym ent 
compensation. “Every day,” 
says one worker, “it’s like 
throwin’ dice.” 
But even under the best of 
weather and work conditions, 
pulpwood cutters must gam ­ 
ble Since they do not work 
directly for the pulp com ­ 
panies—Scott Paper and In­ 
ternational Paper, to name 
t w o — t h e 
m e n 
h a v e 
historically been forced to 
work through middlem en. 
When they deliver a load of 
wood to, say, International 
Paper, it is at the request and 
consent of an agent called a 
"dealer." Just as on the plan­ 
tation, where the slaveboss 
kept the darkies in line, the 
pulpwood dealer is a buffer 
between the laborer and the 
corporation. 
More than this, however, 
the pulpwood dealer is eco­ 
nomical life and death for 
pulpwood cutters. The dealer 
sets the price for a delivered 
cord of wood. The dealer es­ 
tablishes the conditions when 
and where such wood can be 
d e liv e re d to p a p e r c o m ­ 
panies. 
"He is like God,” says 
woodcutter Delbert Carney, 
"If you cross him, you’re in 
big trouble. If you try to leave

him, to go to another dealer, 
the other dealer won’t take 
you in unless the first dealer 
gives permission.” 
Thus it is the men of the 
Piney Woods country —the 
s a n d y , 
r a i n y a r e a s of 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida 
and Mississippi —are knotted 
to an occupational structure 
that, they charge, minimizes 
their maneuverability while 
m ax im izin g th e ir d e p e n ­ 
dence. Not being able to deal 
directly with pap er com ­ 
panies, the woodmen have 
come to rely on the middle 
dealers almost as company 
stores. 
Says one discouraged cut­ 
ter: "If you need money for a 
new blade, you probably bor­ 
row it from the dealer. If you 
need money for a new truck, 
you probably use the dealer 
as a loan co-signer, and he 
takes ten-twelve per cent on 
top of what the bank gets. 
Then each week when you go 
to pick up what you earned 
on wood, the dealer deducts 
payments on the money you 
owe. I know myself, some­ 
tim es, I’ve done w ork all 
w eek just to pay off the 
dealer. 
The situation is not new, of 
course. Woodsmen say the 
cutter to dealer to company 
system has been law for more 
than a century. 


“ But nobody ever did any­ 
thing about it before," says 
Del Carney. “People bitched 
and moaned but didn’t use 
any muscle. I suppose be­ 
cause of the race thing. The 
guys who cut are usually 
black, the guys who own the 
c u t t i n g m a c h i n e r y a r e 
u su a lly w hite. T hey had 
mutual interests, but couldn't 
get together. A lot of the 
w h ite s just c o n tin u e d to 
suffer abuse rather than try 
to unionize with the ‘nig­ 
gers.’” 
Now at last, Carney adds, 
the cutters may indeed be 
deciding to act in solidarity. 
Carney is the president of an 
a llian ce of w oodcutters — 
called 
“p ro d u c e rs'—known 
as the Gulfcoast Pulpwood 
A s s o c ia tio n . T h e g r o u p , 
several years old, struck the 
paper companies last year in 
its first snow of strength. 
Though the companies re­ 
fused to recognize the GPA, 
the dealers had to. 
Says Carney: “We forced 
them to raise the price of 
wood from $19.40 a cord to 
$25.75. That still ain’t enough, 
but it’s something. We feel we 
started something that can’t 
stop —a better life for the pro­ 
ducers." 
Carney’s vision of a better 
life for woodmen includes 
one key element: a co-op of 


pulp cutters that will eventu­ 
ally eliminate the middle­ 
man, the dealer, in all busi­ 
ness transactions. 
Who are these dealers any­ 
way?" grumps Carney. “They 
have no special q u alifica­ 
tions. All they do is write up 
the paperwork and get rich. 
They don’t cut, they don’t 
haui, they don’t sw eat—all 
they do is scribble on paper 
and get rich. Our goal is to 
get rid of them, hire our own 
paperwork clerks and then 
deal with the bi$ paper com ­ 
panies directly ’ 
If accomplished, the goal 
would be revolutionary for 
the cutters. And also profita­ 
ble. As it stands now the pulp 
dealers are paid X-number of 
dollars per cord of wood from 
the p ap er com panies (the 
prices are kept secret, espe­ 
cially from the cutters), and 
the dealers in turn pay X- 
number to the cutters minus 
dealer profits. 
“If we could work with the 
com panies d irectly," says 
Carney, “we could get the 
original price per cord. Let’s 
say it’s $ 4 0 - well that’s $15 
more per cord than we get 
now; that’s a few beans on the 
table.** 
But however enticing the 
goal, its realities are dim. 
Paper companies are cur­ 
rently in a rb itra tio n with 
GPA lawyers, but few obser­ 
v e rs expect any d ra m a tic 
c h a n g e s in r e la tio n s h ip s . 
Spokesm en for both Scott 
P a p e r and I n te rn a tio n a l 
Paper refuse outside queries 
on the matter. But as one 
p a p er executive says p r i­ 
vately: “ We work through 
d e a le rs because they a re 
easy to handle. I won’t com­ 
ment on the moral issue, but I 
think it would be chaotic to 
b e g in s u d d e n ly w o r k in g 
directly with independent 
cutters. For one thing, unlike 
the dealers, the cutters would 
be bound to want more and 
m ore money. Then fringe 
benefits. Then something else 
and som ething else. Hell, 
eventually it would be like 
hiring thousands of new em ­ 
ployes.” 
But even as the paper com ­ 
panies cling to hopes of the 
past, the woodsmen are hold­ 
ing to their hopes for the 
future. 
“ We got three-thousand 
m em bers in GPA now,” says 
Carney. "We think it’ll grow 
to four-thousand, then five- 
thousand. We got the com ­ 
p a n ie s n e r v o u s . We got 
blacks and whites together 
now, and in the South, that’s 
the kind of union that means 
business ”

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — They are calling the President 
Johnny Atomseed now. And while he plants the globe with 
nuclear reactors, there is talk the human race may reap dis­ 
aster. 


Besides the obvious worry that an Egypt or an Israel 
might, as India, turn the sprouts of peaceful pursuit into the 
foliage of war, there is perhaps an even greater risk, as 
atomic m aterials spread in the world, so do the chances of 
their diversion. It is not science fiction to imagine someone 
soon, someone such as the Palestine guerrillas, stealing the 
fuels w ith which to make their own terrible big bomb. 


There still may be some who doubt the possibility of the 
backyard A-bomb. Dr. Theodore Taylor, perhaps the na­ 
tion’s most eminent designer of fission booms, says he occa­ 
sionally talks with sophisticated physicists who “cling to the 
notion that a nuclear explosive has to be the product of 
massive and expensive technology." 


Yet Taylor says he alone could make a bomb in a base­ 
ment in two weeks. He knows of schoolchildren who have on 
paper at least drawn crude but workable facsimiles, and he 
insists that anyone in any nation, given the fuels and ordin­ 
ary expertise, could build a one-shot or even start an a r ­ 
senal. 
Taylor’s opinion, once dismissed as nonsense, is almost a 
matter of fact today At least in the United States. He has 
warned so long and effectively about the gambles of in­ 
secure nuclear fuels that the Atomic Energy Commission has 
been forced to redesign its methods of fuel accountability, 
storage and — particularly — transportation. 
Where once commercial plutonium and (highly enriched) 
uranium was delivered across the nation, in much the same 
way as household furniture (in common, unguarded c a r­ 
riers), now the thinking is to transport in impenetrable 
trucks which can be disabled by remote control in case of hi­ 
jack. 
The fuel safeguards in America are by no means in­ 
vulnerable as yet, but Taylor says there is a positive effort of 
improvement underway. No such optimism, however, can be 
applied to the international scene. 
The United States has some 30 agreements with 29 nations 
concerning atomic exchange and the AEC says there are 
safeguard strings attached to each contract; in fact, the 
agreem ents center largely around accountability of fuels 
(how much is used and for what) and not physical security. 
Dr. Taylor says most countries with nuclear reactors have 
their own ideas on how to protect them and the United States 
can do very little but suggest. 
The implications here are a bit atomic in themselves. 
Taylor estimates it would take only 5 to 10 kilograms of 
proper fuel to make a crude fission bomb. This much is 
routinely being shipped in single carriers dozens of times a 
year in America, and today, very often in the world. 
If the stuff is not hijacked, or bagged by dishonest 
handlers, it does not take much imagination to figure out an 
alternative method of diversion. 
“ Suppose,” says Dr. Taylor, “ som eone c a p tu re s 100 
schoolchildren and then dem ands 10 kilograms of fuel as 
ransom .” This could be done now in America or France. In 
the short future, it could be done in places like Egypt or 
Pakistan. Countries as obscure as Zaire are currently 
operating and adding to nuclear power plants. 
As of now in America, the AEC says there has been “no il­ 


legal diversion nor any suspicion of illegal diversion" of 
atomic fuels. The same guarantee does not necessarily hold 
for other nations. Even today, authorities agree, it is possible 
that unofficial foreigners are working on internationally 
pilfered goods. Next week, in other words, some plane hijack 
may really make headlines. 
Taylor is only one w ho views the “peaceful” proliferation 
of nuclear knowhow as ominous. A grow ing number of wor­ 
riers agree with him that unless stringent safeguards are 
written into all U.S.-foreign nation nuclear contracts, and 
unless international atomic security is soon redoubled, "I 
would be opposed to any further nuclear development, for 
peaceful or any other purpose.”

Population and choice 


it been more evident that

This quote comes from a magazine 
published

Fund 
for 
Population 
A c t i v i t i e s 
c a l l e d 
t he 
“ N e w 
Internationalist.” The publication has to 
do with the burgeoning population of the 
world, 
on 
the 
one 
hand, 
and 
un­ 
employment in the world on the other. 
Certainly we have read and heard, ad 
nauseum, about the population problems 
of the world. We in the U.S. quite readily 
point to our own population growth which 
has now reached zero. But even with zero 
population growth in our own country, 
unemployment climbs monthly. Why? The 
number of jobs decrease as the demand for 
goods 
and 
services 
decrease 
with 
population. 
This 
is 
most 
graphically 
pointed out in our schools, where there are 
fewer students, and thus, fewer teachers 
needed. As a result, schools close and 
teachers go unemployed. 
If we project, or expand this situation to 
the 
international 
level, 
the 
problem 
becomes monumental in magnitude. More 
and more of the unemployed are young, 
and educated, and thus expect more from 
their nation and from the world in general. 
But in nations where only one in five can 
find work on leaving school, or in a world 
in which 25 per cent to 30 per cent 
unemployment figures are the rule, what 
can be done? 
India, 
for 
example, 
has 
15,000,000 
unemployed, with 6,000 new job seekers on 
the market every day. How long will these 
unemployed watch as 30 per cent of the 
world’s people consume 80 per cent of the 
world’s resources and wealth? And what 


will happen when all of these millions, 
both at home and abroad, become tired of 
their unemployed, under fed existences? 
A c c o r d i n g 
to 
t h e 
“ N e w 
Internationalist,” population cannot be 
contained by a few heads of state sitting 
down for a discussion of the problem. Pills 
and loops “ ..are little more than an insult 
to that half of the world whose poverty 
makes large families both desirable and 
necessary.” And, finally, even the most 
spectacular, 
sustained 
and 
successful 
family planning program imaginable could 
only slow down a more dramatic surge in 
population during the 21st century. 
That some form of radical change is 
inevitable 
cannot 
be 
questioned. 
Technology and science are powerless, 
because 
rather than population being 
controlled by a few, it is controlled 
entirely by the many...in fact by the entire 
four thousand million souls inhabiting the 
earth. And that number will double over 
the next thirty years. 
In the final analysis, then, we have two 
choices. Either we can plan for an entirely 
new culture and life style within the next 
thirty or so years, and continue to live in a 
world ruled by reason. Or, we can continue 
along our present path with inequitable 
trade structures, consumption patterns 
which strain resources as well as pollute, 
and with economic systems which benefit 
the few at the expense of the many. If this 
is the path we choose, then the change may 
be very rapid and very bloody. 
The combined population-unemployment 
problems we now face are something new 
for the international community. National 
boundaries and egos cannot have a place in 
dealing with them, because, for perhaps 
the first time in the history of mankind, 
we’re all in this together.

New tax proposal 


A “ green belt” for homeowners is 
the tax proposal being readied by 
Assemblyman Gene Chappie. He is 
seeking to rescue the thousands of 
homeowners being driven to the 
wall by inflated property values. His 
aim is not new but his approach is 
just enough different that it may 
work.

of 
continental 
West 
Europe. 
It

pares with 4 per 
cent for Britain, where industry has 
stagnated these past few years. 
The situation is worse even than 
these sad statistics. Output per man 
hour here has been increasing only 
slightly 
more than 
2 per cent 
annually of late; forecasts for the 
next decade run between 2.4 and 2 5 
per cent, which insures continued 
inflation. 
In 
the 
long 
run, 
improved 
productivity is normally the result 
of increased private investment. 
Those lands with heavy investment 
show strong upward trends in output 
per man hour. 


Between 1960 and 1974. average 
private investment in the United 
States was 18 per cent of Gross 
National Product, excluding defense 
spending. This was the lowest rate 
of all Western industrial nations. 
Japan s investment rate was 33 4 
per 
cent, 
almost 
double 
ours. 
Germany was not far behind Japan 
with 26 per cent, followed by France 
with 24 The United Kingdom, with 
19, was about in the same boat with 
the United States. 
The question then is why U.S. 
industrial investment has not kept 
pace with that in foreign countries? 
The answer is simple. Investments 
are made when they are profitable; 
small profits — small investment. 
To say industrial profits are low 
will shock many readers. But stock 
markets give the message loud and 
clear. Shares of great companies 
are selling for bargain basement 
prices. If profits are so great, why 
don’t we all march down to the New 
York Stock Exchange and cash in on 
this opportunity? The door is open. 
But investors are staying away in 
droves. 
On 
the 
one 
hand 
we 
complain industrial profits are too 
high; on the other we say they are so 
low investments aren’t worthwhile. 
We can’t have it both ways. 
Actually, the exorbitant prices we 
pay these days are— in the main—a 


result of inefficiency This is not to 
close our eyes to some gouging and 
windfall profits. 
We can cut profits further and get 
less investment, less earnings and 
almost no gain in productivity — and 
higher 
prices 
and 
lower 
real 
incomes. It's from the company- 
income pie that both the worker and 
the investor get their money. And 
it's only with increased productivity 
that a lid can be kept on prices. 
Without 
that 
increase, 
ail 
the 
government controls the mind can 
imagine will do no good 
One note of explanation: To be 
sure, inflation is even greater in 
Japan, Western Europe and other 
industrial areas than in the United 
States. 
But their problems are 
greater. 
They 
are 
not 
blessed 
with 
America’s huge resources. They 
must 
import 
extremely 
large 
percentages of their fuel, food and 
other major materials. Labor in 
Europe and Japan has been making 
intense efforts to raise wage levels 
to those 
in the 
United States. 
Japanese industrial workers, for 
example, have won wage boosts 
which have averaged more than 15 
per cent a year for the past decade 
— and this year it appears Japanese 
wages in major industries will go up 
by a whopping 20 to 30 per cent.

But there is something that is slowly 
coming 
out

convenience one might call the St. 
Clair Doctrine. It does not of course 
originate with him, but it is the 
thrust 
of 
his 
arguments. 
Most 
succinctly stated, it is this: that a 
President 
of 
the 
United 
States 
cannot be removed 
from office 
unless he commits a crime. The 
same kind of crime which, if you or I 
committed it, would land us in jail. 
All the engines of historical and 
analytical argumentations concert 
toward that conclusion; unless the 
President has committed a high 
crime and misdemeanor, he must be 
left alone. 


That doctrine is spreading very 
fast. The other day Vice-President 
Ford was asked, no doubt for the one 
hundredth time, why it was that only 
two years ago, when in hot pursuit of 
Associate Justice Douglas of the 
Supreme Court whom Ford sought 
to impeach, he had said that an 
impeachable offense was whatever 
the House considered to be an 
impeachable offense. “ I’m glad you 
asked me that question,’’ he said 
smiling. “ You see, the Constitution 
specifies that a President may be 
impeached only for a high crime of 
misdemeanor, but a federal judge 
has office during ‘good behavior,’ 
and obviously somebody has to 
decide what good behavior consists 
in: to wit the Congress.’’ 


The trouble with this doctrine is of 
course that it leaves the country 
without 
the 
means 
to 
assure 
responsible 
self-government 
in 
certain contingencies. There are 
any 
number 
of 
activities, 
not 
formally proscribed by the law, 
which a President could legally 
undertake at indescribable cost to 
the republic. 


Let us take one, at the absurd end 
of the scale, to test out the doctrine. 
Suppose the President woke up one 
morning and announced that he was 
feeling so good about the world and 
human nature, he had decided to 
commute the sentences of every 
single American serving time for 
committing a federal crime. What 
would then happen — literally — is 
that the doors would open and tens 
of thousands of criminals would 
walk out into the streets, praising 
the greening of the President. But 
th e 
P r e s i d e n t 
would 
h a v e 
committed no crime — none at all. 
Suppose the President woke the 
next morning and decided that the 
whole of the American military 
establishment 
should 
move 
to 
southern Florida, to guard against 


— oh — the possibility of renewed 
Cuban hostilities. The President, as 
the Commander-in-Chief, has that 
authority 
— 
to 
move 
every 
battleship, division, bazooka, PX, 
into southern Florida. 
Suppose the President decided 
that he was overworked, and would 
take off six months, during which he 
would do — nothing. Bills would in 
due course become law, under the 
stipulated procedure. But vacancies 
would 
not 
be 
filled, 
Executive 
f u n c t i o n s 
w o u l d 
no t 
be 
administered, conflicts within the 
Executive Department would go 
unresolved: but the President would 
have committed no crime. 
Surely the operative clause in the 
Constitution is embedded in the oath 
of office, wherein the President 
undertakes faithfully to execute the 
laws. Congress has got to retain the 
right to pass judgment on gross 
Presidential abuses: the true, and 
studi ed, 
d is re s p e c t 
for 
the 
sophisticated obligations of office. 
And this, barring any conclusion yet 
to be reached that the President has 
in fact been guilty of chickenfeed 
offenses, is, pace St. Clair, what the 
Rodino Committee should now be 
considering.

'All that is 
wanting in the 
great struggle in 
which we are 
engaged is to 
develop the 
popular heart of 
the nation.

For the first time in the 
long, unfolding story of Wat* 
ergate, a majority of Ameri­ 
cans — 52 per cent — be­ 
lieves that President Richard 
M. Nixon should be im­ 
peached and removed from 
office. 
T he sam e r e c e n t l y 
released Harris Survey found 
that an even greater ma­ 
jority — 73 per cent — is now 
convinced that the President 
knew about the Watergate 
coverup while it was going 
on, and that 64 per cent of 
those polled favor his 
removal if Congress proves 
him guilty of involvement in 
it. 
Thus to the extent that 
public opinion plays a role in 
this drama — and it is a 
hugely important role — the 
odds increase that sometime 
in 1974, for the second time in 
its history, the nation will 
witness the impeachment 
and trial of a chief executive. 
Was the same true of that 
other impeachment drama 
106 years ago? Did a majority 
of Americans in 1868 favor 
the trial and punishment for 
“ high crimes and misde­ 
meanors of Andrew Johnson 
of Tennessee, 17th president 
of the United States^ 


U n f o r t u n a t e l y 
for 
historians, the United States 
of the last century was not 
blessed(?) with the science of 
poll-taking. Opinion samplers 
did not hold a Constant finger 
to the pulse of popular feeling 
about the issues of the day, 
registering and reporting ev­ 
ery nuance and percentage- 
point change. 
Nor are the newspapers of 
the time, violently partisan 
as they were, of much help. 
The New York World, for ex­ 
ample, referring to Lincoln 
as ‘ Honest Ape, greeted his 
and Johnson's nomination in 
1864 as that of “ a railsplitting 
buffoon and a boorish tailor, 
both from the backwoods, 
both growing up in uncouth 
ignorance." 
Andrew Johnson was never 
able to live down the alleged 
disgrace of his want of For­ 
mal schooling, nor the real 
disgrace of his having ap­ 
peared drunk at his in­ 
auguration as vice president. 
(Normally a temperate man 
in an intemperate age, he had 
unwisely taken two glasses of 
brandy before the ceremony 
to calm his nerves.) 
In April, 1865, however, 
when he succeeded the slain 
Abraham Lincoln, Andrew 
Johnson enjoyed more than

policy of conciliation toward 
the South, 
Alarmed at Johnson's 
wholesale pardoning of Con­ 
federates, at seeing men who 
had rebelled against the 
Union once again in political 
office, at the South's “ Black 
Codes' which consigned the 
former slaves to a new kind 
of bondage — in short, con­ 
vinced that the victory pur­ 
chased at such great cost was 


being undermined before 
their eyes - the Radicals set 
about establishing their own 
form of Reconstruction 
Early in 1866, the battle be­ 
tween the legislative and ex­ 
ecutive branches was joined. 
By two votes, the Senate 
failed to override Johnson’s 
veto of a bill enlarging the 
powers of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau. By one vote, it over­ 
rode his veto of the Civil 


Rights Act of 1866 
To 
Johnson, both measures rep­ 
resented an unwarranted 
concentration of power in the 
federal government. 
For both the Radicals and 
the President, the off-year 
congressional 
elections 
loomed as crucial. For both, 
it was essential that the sup­ 
port of the people be enlisted.

the usual political honey­ 
moon accorded every new 
president. He was admired as 
the only southern senator 
who had remained loyal to 
the Union in 1861. There was 
gratitude and relief that four 
terrible years of war were 
ended. In the South as well as 
the North was the heartfelt 
desire to bind up the nation's 
wounds, as Lincoln had said. 
Even those who were to bit­ 


terly oppose Johnson, the 
Radical Republicans in Con­ 
gress, at first enthusiastically 
supported him.

As Johnson expressed it: 
“ All that is wanting in the 
great struggle in which we 
are engaged is to develop the 
^ 
ular heart of the nation. It 
ke a latent fire " 


To light that fire, Johnson 
on August 28. 1866, launched 
the first barnstorming tour 
by an American president, a 
19-day. 10-state “ swing 
around the circle of the na­ 
tion." 
It was not enough. In the 
elections for the 40th Con­ 
gress. the Radicals achieved 
a 
l a n d s l i d e , 
g i v i n g 
unchallenged control of both 
houses. Thereafter, the presi­ 
dent futilely vetoed bill after 
bill which threw out the post­ 
w ar governments in the 
Southern states and returned 
them to the status of con­ 
quered. occupied provinces. 
Even this did not satisfy the 
Radicals. To men like Penn­ 
sylvania’s Thaddeus Stevens, 
leader of the Radicals in the 
House, not just the President 
but the presidency itself must 
be humbled and the legis­ 
lative branch made supreme 
for all time. What was con­ 
templated was nothing less 
th a n 
a 
r e v o l u t ion 
in 
America’s system of govern­ 
ment, something never envi­ 
sioned by many of those who 
had voted for the Radicals. 
A first attempt to impeach 
the President on trumped-up 
charges failed in December, 
1867. Then Johnson gave his 
enemies the pretext they 
needed by firing Secretary of 
War Edwin Stanton, a Radi­ 
cal sympathizer. This was in 
violation of the Radical- 
passed Tenure of Office Act 
forbidding the President to 
dismiss any federal officer 
without the consent of the 
Senate. 


On Feb. 24. 1868, the House 
of Representatives voted 
overwhelmingly to impeach 
Andrew Johnson, and on 


March I his trial began in the 
Senate. 
Again Johnson set a prece­ 
dent. To carry his case to the 
people, he granted a series o( 
White House interviews with 
reporters in what was the 
forerunner of the presiden­ 
tial press conference. 
Not that this could have 
saved him. Though messages 
of support flowed in to the 
White House, pressure from 
the hustings on the Senate to 
convict was tremendous. 
The impeachment trial of 
the 17th president remains 
one of the momentous events 
in American history. By the 
margin of one vote, he was 
acquitted and the constitu­ 
tional balance of powers pre­ 
served. 
Had the Radicals been 
willing to permit a court test 
of the Tenure of Office Act as 
Johnson desired (50 years 
later the Supreme Court did 
declare it unconstitutional), 
there need never have been 
an impeachment at all. 
It is also possible that had 
the press been as mature and 
responsible as it is today, or 
had there been such a thing 
as television which modern 
presidents have at their com­ 
mand, Andrew Johnson could 
in time have convinced the 
public of the rightness of his 
position — could have ignited 
that “ latent fire” — and that 
eventually the public would 
have exerted its will on the 
extremists in Congress. 
The cases of Andrew 
Johnson and Richard Nixon, 
totally dissimilar in all im­ 
portant respects, may be dif­ 
ferent in this respect also.

Shirley Temple, have as 
much in common with four- 
foot tall, 62-pound Lena as 
they do with Linda Lovelace 
There are no sausage curls or

“ She is truly a remarkable 
child,” said Mrs, Solomon 
while staying in New York 
with Lena recently. “She has 
none of the hang-ups most 
kids her age would in her po­ 
sition and she’s a real joy to 
be around. 
“ Professionally, she has a 
more mature attitude than a 
lot of adult acts I’ve seen.” 
Lena’s manager gives her 
S3 a day for spending money 
from earnings of more than 
$500 a week. Lena said she 
spends much of it on ham­ 
burgers. 
“ We have something like 
them in Scotland,” she says, 
“ but they’re not as good.”

The spy who couldn’t remember names

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Among those sampling the 
Pierre hotel’s splendor these 
days is a small, middle-aged, 
elegant man: Yugoslav by 
birth, bon vivant by nature 
and inheritance, superspy by 
circumstance and self- 
proclamation. 
Dusko Popov strides into 
the dining room this warm 
spring afternoon and is 
greeted with the deference 
he obviously expects. 
Perhaps the waiters know 
he’s in town to publicize his 
new book, “Spy Counterspy,” 
which heralds his exploits 
during World War II as a 
British intelligence agent 


which was legitimate, a 
nominal German agent, and 
a member of the British in­ 
telligence service. But what­ 
ever I achieved through dou­ 
ble-cross, it was through the 
plans of the British in­ 
telligence,’’ he says modestly, 
and not my own merit.’’ 
“ Before I'd meet the Ger­ 
mans, I'd have two very in­ 
tensive weeks of training 
with my British case officer. 
And I have a very silly 
memory. In my youth, I never 
had any trouble passing 
exams. I ’d pass them 
brilliantly and then forget 
everything, I have no merit 


Pn any case, bodies bend 
courteously and eyes and 
ears strain alertly as Mr. 
Popov orders lunch. 
' What do you recom­ 
mend?” he asks the middle- 
aged waiter in a sable voice 
trimmed with authority. 
“Hungarian goulash,” comes 
the reply, respectfully. “Ab­ 
solutely not," Popov decrees 
and the waiter bends lower 
over the table. 
Popov finally agrees to 
eggs benedict and the waiter 
rushes off. 
Now Popov turns smiling to 
his in te rv ie w e r and 
unleashes the charm he’s 
noted for. With a self- 
deprecating smile here and a 
modest wave of the hand 
there, he recalls “the game of 
espionage’’—how the Ger­ 
mans needed someone to 
penetrate the upper stratum 
of British society, how the 
English needed someone to 
penetrate the German secret 
service. 
“In the beginning it was 
harder because I was playing 
three roles: my cover as a 
Yugoslav businessman —

because I simply used my 
memory.” 
Popov did not write his 
book for self-glorification, he 
says. 
‘I’m told that lan Fleming 
said he based his character 
James Bond to some degree 
on me and my experiences. 
Could be," reads two lines in 
“ Spy Counterspy.” And, 
elsewhere in the book: “The 
squat man started to move in 
on me. A table was separat­ 
ing us, and I shoved it in his 
midsection. He doubled up, 
etc.”) 
Rather, he wrote it out of 
concern for this country, 
which he loves as his own, he 
says. 
He wants to prevent the 
tragedy of another Pearl 
Harbor, he says. He could 
have, he says, prevented the 
original.

"My main motive in writ­ 
ing the book is that for 30 
years I am like a lion in a 
cage over Pearl Harbor. The 
U.S. could have knocked 
Japan out of the war in an 
hour and a half.” 
We didn't, Popov claims, 
because FBI Director J 
Edgar Hoover ignored his 
warning of the impending at­ 
tack 
“My speculation is that 
Hoover probably put the in­ 
formation in a drawer and 
never used it," he muses. “If 
I’m right, the reason is not 
that he didn't like me (al­ 
though we didn't like each 


other), but he had this cast of 
FBI around him and he 
wanted them to do what 1 was 
there to do." Namely, undo 
the enemy. 
Poppycock, says the FBI. 
Popov never delivered the in­ 
formation and the two meet­ 
ings with Hoover he de­ 
scribes in the book never oc­ 
curred. The then head of the 
FBI in New York, in whose 
office the first confrontation 
allegedly occurred, is no 
longer living. 
Asked whether any living 
FBI agents can corroborate 
his story, Popov first says, “ I 
tried to get substantiation 
from the FBI who were 
around then but I can’t.” A 
couple of more bitefuls and 
he has second thoughts. “Ac­ 
tually, I really only tried to 
reach Charles Lehman," he 
smiles, “ but I couldn’t.” 
Something to do with the 
spelling of Lehman’s name. 
According to FBI spokesman 


George Quinn, the agent was 
Charles Lanman - not Leh­ 
man — no longer living. 
“I've decided not to try 
anymore.” Popov says 
meaningfully. “I prefer that 
they answer according to 
their conscience or their or­ 
ders." 
Towards the end of the 
book, in a mind-boggling 
demonstration of self-control, 
Popov tests himself against a 
heavy dose of sodium thio­ 
pental: truth serum. (“One of 
my minor prides is that I am 
the master of myself," he 
writes.) 
The only witness to the test 
was Popov's close friend, 
Johnny, no longer living. 
"Nothing can shake you. 
you didn’t reveal a thing, 
Johnny told him. “Either tne 
truth serum is for frightening 
children or you have a will of 
iron.” 
(Dr. Anne L. Barlow, a 
medical director at Abbott 
Laboratories, makers of the 
drug, comments: “Nobody’s a 
superman when it comes to 
drugs because the defenses 
are broken down. The effect 
of the drug has nothing to do 
with the will.”) 
Done with his eggs 
benedict, Popov leans back 
and lights a cigarette, but his 
manner is not relaxed. Not 
that the Pierre is to blame. 
The service was efficient and 
the food, judging from his 
plate, good. “Send me a copy 
of your story, will you?” he 
smiles. “ I’d like to see how 
you tear me to pieces.” 
Mr. Popov has finished 
lunch.
